SLIM JIM'S BURIAL.

His Shranga Darear as Told by
One of the Mourners.

The L fa and Death of the
Most Hxpert of Three-Oard
Monte Men.

New York Sun,

There was a strange funeral from
the undertaker's shop 82 Greemwich
street yesterday afternoon, No min-
ister, no weeping relatives, no flowers,
no tears wero to bs seen. Oanly a
coople of dozen rongh men went into
thio shop, eingly or in cooples, and
took a look ot the corpse. It was the
body of & man of 30, with o high fore-
hoad, prominent nose and the expres-
sion of a man who had seen life in
some of its roughest phasca. The un-
dertuker maid: There is no usoe in pub-
lishing hia vame. His lasy request
was that it should be kept a secret
because he did not wish his poor u!é

mother to know of it, Sheis 70 years
old and living in a ecomfortable home
down east, which he provided for her,
He eaid it would not do any good to
let her know he was dead,

*‘He was tho slickest-handed man
that ever tossed a pusteboard,” said
one of the by-standers. ‘‘He went by
the name of Jordan, but his real
name was Bruce. He waswell known
among tha npnrﬂna fraternity as the
original ‘Shm Jirn. kmg of the three-
card-wonte men.’ Hin real name was
James Br- ce, and he was a farmer boy
away down in Maine up to 1868. One
day he went to s county fair and saw
a man toseing the three cards, He
thought he could pick out the little
joker, It looked 8o easy to make §b6
by saying ‘that’s the oard," when he
saw the corner turned. He bet and
lost, and bet and lost ae many a green-
horn hse done before and since. In
trying to pet $20 out of the thren-
card-monte man, on what he thought
a sure thing, he lost $20, Then he
made up his mind it %ould ba a good
game to learn. He learned it g0 well
that he made cver $400,000,000 out
of it,

“Jim waa five feet eleven inchea
toll, weighed one hundred and fifty
pounds, had & smooth face, and looked
like a natural verdant, or *aucker.’ To
look at him when he was mwade up for
business you would think him a coun-
try lout, who neaded to be taken caro
of. He veed to wear o suiv of dunga-
rees,” or brown country garments that
made him look like a farmer's man in
store clothes. Whan he got on those
dungarees, with a straw hat, big boots,
with lis pantaloons tucked in and a
hunk of gingorbread, he was ready to
skin the sharpest eountryman that
ever tried to rob a monte man by pre:
tending to guess & card when he
thought he had it sure.

*Jim, dressed in this rig, would
stumble iuto an express truin ata
gountry station, sprawl cver the floor;
upill a few our of a bag of 820 gold
pieces, swear that ho had been robbed
of a pirt of the money he had got for
selliog his farm, and 1n s clumey way
bring out the cards to show how the
gamblers got the best of him. His
cappers or confidunts would gethoer
about, and scon Jim would have o
first clmm gome under way, The
greenhoros would be eure to bite,
Jim would turn up the ocorner of the
ace in auch o clumsy way and lot them
win s few times to get them excited,
Then the simpleton® would bet all
they had aud Jim would ecoop it.

““For years Jim hus been kpnuwn at
racee, fairs aud on the principal rail.
roads, He worked them all ns long
as ho could, Ho was very successfal
on the Union Pacific and Central Pa-
cific railroade, and was the best ‘sure-
thing gambler' in America. He was
the ulunl of the celebrated ‘Cansds

3ill," the thres.card wonte man who
died in Philadelphia rec .mtly.

YJim  offered the Unlon Pacific
Ruilroad company 810,000 for per-
misgion to ply his gawms on their road
in 1870, and vereed that he would not
flesce uu‘y body but deacons and clorgy-
men, o uaed to sny that it was a
perfectly fair thing to swindle the
pious people who were trying to cheat
others by betting on what they thought
was & sore thing,

“Jim was well known in Utah, Cal.
iforuia, Nevads, aud, in fact, through.
out the weat. Olten the railroad
companies would pot detestives slter

oo | bim to keap him off the traivs, Lat-

terly he has worked the trains be-
tween New York and Washington,
He wus not without sympathy. If he
won from s man who could afford to
lose he wounld not oare how wuoch he
tock away from him. Bai, If

thought the vietim oould not spare it,

he would give nncl( part of tio money
with the good advies, ‘Dun't gamble;
don’t evon bot that Jou are alive.’

“Jim was reginercd
Hotel, Mat Gooderson's  old place, aa
James Jordan, and by that name he
was mostly known. A woek ago last
Saturday vight he was out with some
frisuds protty well on to Sanday morn.
ing. Ha got to senflicg aud tooling, all
in fun, with Mat Qarroll.  Carroll got
into a souflls with another man and
shot at him, hitddog Jim by mistake.
The ball 1o dgld in the groin, and he
was taken to Hellevue Houpital, where
he died Some of the boys vinited
him in the hospital, and did what they
could for him, They raised 2150 1o
biry him decantly, and oms of thom
sat up with the body Inst uight,. Who
were they! Well, P!l‘h!{" thera 18 no
tan saying who they were, us thoe man
wes orooked, But, though Lo was a
erooked man, he had o good hoeart,
and many ia the dollar he 100k from
those who could sfford to lose it and
gavo Lo somoe po smigm.n: without &
dollar in the world.

Nothing nced go to wasto on &
farm for need of a market, They will
conaume all the refuse fruit, root,
pumpking, and all kinds of vegetables,
which will make them grow. By ex-
tending the root patch, and planting
the fodder corn thicker, so that nub-
bina will form on it, by pulting in &
swoet variety, the number ui pigs may
be increased in proportion, The pig
pasture will bs ready the next year
for any erop, nud ten times the ad.
vantage acorue to the farmer than if
the pigs ure counfined in olose pens,
for, a8 pigs are usually managed ou
the farm, but littla manure 1a ever
made from them.
